Water Fluoride 


Idea Explained 


Three angles in the proposal to 
add fluorine to Escanaba’s w ater 
supply as a 
protection 
against 
dental decay were discussed at the 
weekly m eeting of the Escanaba 
Kiwanis Club. 
Dr. Roy Johnson, local dentist; 
Dr. W illiam Harrison of tile health 
departm ent, and Wallace Benzie, 
health departm ent engineer, were 
the speakers. 
All gave unquali­ 
fied support to the w ater fluorida­ 
tion proposal. 
Dr. Johnson pointed out that 
extended tests had 
proven 
the 
favorable effect 
of 
fluorine 
in 
building healthy teeth, and that 
in many parts of the country the 
natural w ater supply had fluor­ 
ine in sufficient amount. Locally, 
he m entioned the Ford River and 
Garden w ater as examples. It had 
been determ ined that one part per 
million of fluorine is needed to be 
effective, and as the Lake Mich­ 
igan w ater used by Escanaba con­ 
tains only one-tenth part per m il­ 
lion it is necessary to add the ele­ 
m ent in sufficient amount. 
Dr. H arrison declared that no 
possibility had appeared of any 
harm ful effects from the addition 
of fluorine. 
He 
mentioned 
the 
iodine deficiency in this area in 
the past as a precedent for cor­ 
recting nature’s deficiency, and 
noted that the addition of iodine 
in salt had removed the Upper 
Peninsula from its previous classi­ 
fication as a ‘goitre country.’ He 
predicted benefits from fluorine 
which will be evident in the den­ 
tal health of children and grand­ 
children.

Benzie 
declared 
that 
in 
looking at the fluoridation process 
one should regard it as a saving 
rather than a cost. 
He said that 
it had been estimated that the cost 
of a 7-year 
program 
of 
w ater 
fluoridation here would be $5000, 
but in that time the savings in 
dental care would be $18,000, a 
net saving of $13,000. 
The city 
has already included $2,500 in the 
budget for equipment, which may- 
last for 50 years. The actual cost 
of chemicals for treating Escan­ 
aba’s w ater has been placed at $47 
per m onth.

Compulsory Liability Insurance 


Doesn t Solve Accident Problem 
F 
ROM time to time there are heard 
in 
Michigan cries for the enactm ent of a 
compulsory liability insurance law for mo­ 
torists. This agitation usually develops af­ 
ter accidents in which the motorist respon­ 
sible for the damages is unprotected by in­ 
surance and also lacks the financial means 
to reim burse those who have been 
dam ­ 
aged. 
It is interesting to review the 
experi­ 
ences of the state of Massachusetts which 
has had a compulsory automobile accident 


Humanity's Suicide 
EVER since the recent H-bomb explosions 
in the Pacific, speculation 
has 
been 
great as to the magnitude of these blasts. 
Chairman Lewis L. Strauss has 
done 
a 
good deal to eliminate the guesswork. 
We now know we are in possession of a 
bomb so powerful that just one will wipe 
out any city on earth, even the largest like 
London and New York. 
All around the fringes of New York to­ 
day are roadway signs saying that in event 
of enemy attack, “This road will be closed 
to regular civilian traffic.” The signs as­ 
sume that people would be alive to move 
in and out of a damaged area, 
and 
that 
m ilitary authorities would 
manage 
this 
traffic. 
As we see from Strauss’ comment, these 
signs may well be out of date. For a single 
hydrogen bomb could obliterate the entire 
New York metropolitan area. There might 
no! be any traffic in or out. 
This is just a way of pointing 
up 
the 
ghastliness of the prospect of nuclear w ar­ 
fare.' Every human on earth must hope it 
never comes. If men on both sides of the 
Iron Curtain are not reading the news 
of 
these explosions with the grimmest 
con­ 
cern, they are near to being mad. It is in­ 
conceivable that they would contemplate 
for any instant a kind of w arfare that could 
well be hum anity’s suicide.

J ed. A tremendous rise in cluing occurred, 
inevitably resulting in increased rates. For 
years Boston has been reporting twice as 
many personal injury claims as any other 
large city. 
The compulsory 
insurance 
law, 
even 
with its abuses, does not offer complete 
protection to motorists of the general pub­ 
lic. The system provides no recompense to 
the insured Massachusetts motorist if he is 
injured by an uninsured out-of-state driv­ 
er. Also, from 6,000 to 
15,000 
motorists 
still operate automobiles in Massachusetts 
without liability insurance protection. This 
condition results because policies bought on 
the partial payment plan become void if 
the next payments are not made. The en­ 
forcement of the statute thus becomes al­ 
most completely hopeless. 
Many states have made their own stud­ 
ies of the experiences 
of 
Massachusetts 
with compulsory liability insurance but not 
a single state has followed the 
lead 
of 
Massachusetts and adopted sim ilar legisla­ 
tion 
Compulsory insurance is not a satisfac­ 
tory answer to the problem.

From a Norfolk (Va.) reader comes the 
following note: “On a recent television dis­ 
cussion program the rem ark

Would you explain the meaning of 
this unusual term ?” 
This is a figurative expression meaning 
“destroyed by his own trickery or inven­ 
tiveness.” A petard, in medieval w arfare, 
was an explosive

warriors would affix to the walls or gates 
ol a castle under siege. This action in it­ 
self was a most hazardous one 
but 
the 
greatest danger came after the petard was 
in place. The explosive was detonated by a 
slow-match or slowly burning fuse. Occa­ 
sionally, of course, the explosive went off 
prem aturely in which case the w arrior was 
hoist (lifted or heaved) by his own petard. 
it is unlikely that this 
archaic 
phrase 
would have persisted in our language, even 
in a figurative sense had not Shakespeare 
conferted immortality upon it with 
this 
line from Hamlet: “For ‘tis the sport to 
have the enginei hoist with his own petal*. ’ 
Today it is chiefly used to 
describe 
a 
person ruined by plans or 
devices 
with 
which he had plotted to ensnare others. 
•

A reader in Waco (Tex.) asks if we can 
explain the word* “hoity-toity” and 
tell 
where it 
came 
from. 
Well, 
hoity-toity 
means haughty snobbisy or, in the verna­ 
cular, “stuck-up.” The term has been in 
common use for nearly three centuries and 
no completely satisfactory explanation 
of 
its origin has been found. Some scholars say 
it comes from an 
obsolete 
verb 
“hoit,” 
meaning to romp around noisily, but that 
seems to be farfetched. More possibly it is 
a corruption of “haughty.” This latter theo­ 
ry, at any rate, comes much closer to the 
present meaning of the word. Incidentally, 
it is one of a group of words the scholars 
call “reduplicated words”; others of its like j 1868, and 1884. The Constitution

What he’s anxious to determine, 
Dr. Bunge explained, is whether 
the children, born in this study of 
therapeutic insemination, are nor­ 
mal.
